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LONDON. 

‘The Author of the Paris Mercure Galant gives 
‘ the following Account, in Subftance, of the Pro- 
‘ceedings of the general Affembly of the Clergy 
‘of France extraordinarily conven’d at Paris, in 
‘ March laft. 

HE Adfembly was compos’d of 16 Archbifhops 

or Bifhops, and as many Abbots, deputed 
from the 16 Provinces of Paris, Aix, Arles, Auch, 
Bourdeaux, Vienne, Ambrun, Touloufe, Alby, 
Narbonne, Rheims, Rouen, Lyons, Sens, Tours, and 
Bourges. 

It was open’d the 21ft of March, in the Mona- 
ftery of the bare-footed Auguftine Priars, the Car- 
dinal de Noailles Archbifhop of Paris finging the 
Mafs of the Holy Ghoft, e Bifhop of Angers 
preach'd a Sermon, upon Affliction, Patience under 
Difgraces, and the Submiffion the faithful ought to 
bear to the Will of Heaven. Againft the Misfor- 
nes thar have befallen France thefe 3‘ Years paft, 
be fet the Profperities of the Kingdom during the 
Courfe of 60 Via and concluded, that fo great 
a Number of happy and glorious Years, being put 
into the Ballance againft the 3 laft'in which ‘France 
has had nothing but Loffes, there was no Caufe to 
murmur againft Providencé’; and that Adverfity # as 
often a Token of the peculiar Affettion of the Almighty, 
a the moft illuftrious Profperity,. He went on and 


argued, that God might have two Defigns in the Dif-. 


graces which he has permitted to befall the Kingdom the 
late Campaigns, namely to humble Sinners by punijhing 
them for living in Luxury and Corruption during the 


Calamities of War, aud to fanttify the Fuft by the 


Tiyal of Adverfity. Speaking of the Piety of the 
King, and of his Submiffies to the Will of the 
Almighay, he faid the Birth of the Duke of Britany 
asas a phoftyaffeting Bleffing from Heaven, and a folid 
Reward of" the Virtues of fo great a Monarch, Then 
he {poke to the Occafion of their Meeting, and ha- 
ving firft hewn in general that the Ecclefiattical Re- 
venues are facred, that no propane Hand oughr to 
touch them, and that the. leaft’ Offer of thar kind 
was punifh’d in a fignal Manng¢t under the old Tefta- 
ment, he made fome Exceptions, reprefenting, that 
there were Occafions in which be Church "ought to open 
its temporal Treafures to the’ Princes of the Earth, 
particularly when they maintain a War like ths, a War 
f Fuftice and Religion. six 
The 22d the Clergy affemrbled to elect a Prefidenr, 
and theCardinal deNoaillés was chofen unanimously. 
The 23d they went in a Body to Verfailics. They 
were condudted to an Audience of his Maj:fty by 
the Marquis de Dreux, great Mafter of the Cere- 
thonies and M, Defgranges Mafter of the Ceremo- 
nies: And the Cardinal deNoailles made a Specch to 
his Majefty in the Name of the whole. [A Tranfla- 


tion of which Speech was fome Weeks ago printed 


here by Authority. ] 
The 24th M. le Pelletier de Souzy, Dagueffau, 
de Chamillarr, d’Armenonville, de Pontchartrain, 


and des Marets, Commiffioners from the King, went | 


to the Monaftery of the Auguftines where the Clergy 
Were aflembled. They were receiv’d at the Gate 
Which opens into the Street by rwo Abbots Agents 
Seneral of the Clergy of France, and by the Arch- 
bihhop of Bourdeaux : 6 Bithops and as many Ab- 

Smer them at the Entrance into the Cloyfter, and 


conducted them to the Hall where far the Aflembly, 


cach Commiffioner walking between a Bithop on 


one Hand and an Abbot on the other. The Com- 


‘ifioners were in Gowns of black Satin, all but M. 
¢ Chamillart and de Pontchartrain, who wore fhort 

aks, Being come into the Hall, and feated over 
iting the Carding! de Nosilles, M. le Pelletier de- 
verd to him a Letter from the King. His Emi- 
hency broke the Seal, and gave it to the Secretary 


ceflities of the State, he enumerated the Profperities 
of France during the firft 60 Years of tbe King’s 
Reign. He prais'd his Majefty’s Moderation in the 
whole Courfe of his Victories; and exict'd his 
Magnanimity under the Difgraces that have befalien 
him in the. 3 laft Campaigns. Then he prais’c the 
Zeal thewn by the Clergy in all the happy or un- 
happy Occurrences that had happ&m'd to the Strate, 
and reprefented, that the long Profperity of the King’s 
Reign, was in Part owing to the perfe Union that all 
along bad been between the Priefthood and the Civil 
Dominion ; and that nothing could contribute more to 
the recftablifhing of bis Majefty's Affairs, than the 
Confervation of that Union. He concluded with 
laying before the Aflembly the Reafons which had 
induc'd the King to defire the Clergy to aiiift cim 
with their Credit. The Cardinal de Noailes an- 
{wer'd him, that the Clergy, in whofe Name he {poke, 
were thoroughly perfwaded of the King’s Piety, and 
that it was only for the preffing Exigencies of the State 
that his Majefly would make Ufe of the Ecclefiaftical 
Revenues ; that none could be more perfwaded than they 
were, that thofe Revenues ought wholly to be applied 
to facred Ufes ; but that they were no lefs convine'd, 
that in a War fo juft as thi, in a War of Religion 


efpecially, the Church ought to furnifh its own Sule 
fiance for fupporting the State. In the Clofe, to 


prove the Zeal of the Clergy, he declar'd they 
would affift the King with their Credit. 

The following Days the Propofitions made by the 
Commiffioners were taken into Confideration : E- 
very thing was regulated according to bis Majefty’s 
Defire, and the Conditions of the Contra& between 
him and the Clergy were put into Form. At 
Length the Inftrument of the faid Contra@ being 
engrofs'd, [The Import of it was, that on their ad- 
vancing 33 Millions of Livres, the General Farm of 
the Pofts fhould be engag’d for the Repayment of 
the Principal and invereht} the Deputies went with 
it to Verfailles the 12th of April, where it was 
fign’d and prefented to his Majefty ; the Bithop of 
Auxerre making a Speech which began thus. 

‘ Sir, The Clergy of France would value them- 
‘ felves but little upon the Advantage of being the 
‘ firft Body or Community of your Kingdom, were 
‘ they not the forwardeft to fignalize their Zeal for 
* the Service of your Majrfty ; who have found in 
‘ this Affembly, what you have experienc’d in all 
‘the former, namely, an extrem? Defire to pleafe 
you, a perfct Submiffion to yqur Will, an inviola- 
‘ ble Refpe&t and Affection for your facred Perfon, 
‘ and in the prefling Exigencies of the Stare a Re- 
‘ fource that thould never fail you, were our Means 
‘ anfwerable to our Inclinations. Nothing comes 
‘hard from us, Sir, while we bope that Pofte- 
‘ rity when they hear with Aftonithment the he- 
‘ roick Actions of the moft illuftrious and moft ca- 
‘ tholick Reign that ever was, will at the fame 


-* Time learn that we were worthy to be your Sub- 


ects, 

"Then he took Notice of the Readynefs of the 
Clergy to acquit themfelves of their Duties towards 
him, and how happily the Hearts of all the Ordets 


‘of the Kingdom centred in a Defire to pleafe him ; 


and after he had briefly deferib'd the Manuer in 
which has govern'd both in Peace and 
War, he add 

‘ You wanted, Sir, but one fort of Merit, that of 
‘ knowing Adverfity and fupperting ic. with 4 Chri- 


* ftian Courage: Ged has added this Luftre to your 


‘ Glory ; and to give you an O to 

fperisy had kept coneeal’d, interrupted the Cousfe 
it fora Moment, Had your Majefty’s Reign 
* been all divided between the Calm of Peace and 
* the Rapidity of Conguefts, Eavymighc have 
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After he bad obferv’d in how heroical a Manner 
the King ha@ born his Difgraces, he brought in 
thefe Expreffions, ‘ He that does not fuffer himtelf to 
* be blinded by good Fortune, is not to be difturb'd 
* by bad: Nothing can difquiet the juft Man, who 
* is fapported by a good Caufe, and by the Tefti- 
mony of an upright Confcience. 
He then fer forch the Caufes that gave Birth to 
the prefent War, and thew'd thar ‘ ‘ts to his Ma- 
* jefty’s Glory the Allies took up Arms on the Mo- 
“tives they did. And {peaking of the King of 
Spain he faid, ‘ Your Majefty {ees your Grand- 
“fon on the 2d Throne of this World, making 
* Piety, Jultice, and Valour reign with him. He 
* thar made him a King, will maintain him againtt 
¢ all the Efforts of the combin’d Porentates ! He 
* made ufe of your Wifdom to place him in that 
* Dignity, and will make Ufe of your Power to fix 
him in ir. He ended thus, ‘ The Clergy fees with 
* Pleafure that your Majefty is always follicitous to 
* promore the Quics and Sanctification of your Peo- 
‘ ple; and that your principal Aim is ro confummare 
“the great Work of the publick Felicity. We ex- 
* pect thar Confummationy Sir, from that continual 
* and indefatigable Application with which you feek 
* all peffible Expedients for alleviating the Rigour 
* of the Titmes ; from your fincere Difpoficion to 
* facrifice your.own Grandeur to the publick Quiet ; 
* from your paternal Goodnefs in condef{cending to 
* relieve the Neceflities of private Families ; {rom 
* that Spirit of Peace with which you make War ; 
* fcom your Vigilance to keep your Subjects in Or- 
‘der; and from your fteady Ref>lutionto prevent 
*the Troubles char fpring from HERESY and 
* Novelty. Thefe things, Sir, redouble our Hopes. 
* May propitious Heaven grant you Length of Days 
* forthe Glory of the -Charch, and for the Good of 
your People ! &e.
